TROUBLE AT WARSAW AN® 
LODZ SPREADS TO POLAND 


W A R SA W , June 24.— The reign of 
terror continues at Lodz. 
The casual­ 
ties yesterday and last night are esti­ 
mated at 2,000. 
During the night cos­ 
sack frequently charged the working­ 
men, who replied from the barricades, 
windows and house tops. 
Colonel 
Andrejeff was severely injured while 
leading a charge of 
troops. 
Tw o 
bombs were thrown into the soldiers’ 
b;.rrack> and killed and injured twenty 
men. Many dead are still lying in the 
streets. 
Insresponse to a call for as­ 
sistance 
the 
governor 
general 
sent 
three regiments and a force of cavalry 
to Lodz. "The factories and shops are 
closed. 
No newspapers appeared this 
morning. 
Twenty-three Killer in New Riot. 
Rioting this afternoon spread to the 
town of Czenstchau, 
Poland, 
where 
strikers organized 
a 
demonstration 
and paraded streets carrying flags, and 
singing revolutionary songs. T hey re­ 
fused to di.-per->e when 
commanded 
a d the cossacks charged killing 23 
and wounding 85. 
The bakers- have 
joined the strike and a bread famine 
is threatened. 
A report from Lodz at 
3 o’clock this afternoon 
says 
the 
number killed today is 33. 
The offi­ 
cial report of the number killed yes- 
crday is 171. 
Eighteen Killed Today. 
LO D Z, June 24.— Eighteen casual- 
ies were reported up to noon. 


An Awful Story. 
So far ag ascertained 130 were kill­ 
ed outright in the fighting yesterday 
and 41 more died in the hospitals dur­ 
ing the night. 
O f the wounded 320 
sustained slight injuries. 
All the hos­ 
pitals are /died, 
in many cases the 
wounded are lying on floors. The riot­ 
ers this morning attempted to set 
tire to the government offices, but 
were scattered by a strong force of 
troops. 
A workman was murdered in 
the streets during the night for re­ 
-fusing to strike. 
In the fighting Thursday night two 
officers and seven cossacks were kill­ 
ed, one of the latter being shot by a 
girl of thirteen years. 
The bloody 
rioting continued all day Friday. 
At 


i i o’clock all the factory hands struck 
and flocked into the streets. 
The sol­ 
diers charged the mobs, firing volley 
after volley into the surging 
majs. 
The rioters replied with revolvers and 
missies of every character. 
The dead 
were carted off to the cemeteries in 
military wagons, troops acting as un­ 
dertakers.

The supreme court last night hand­ 
ed down a decision affirming the deci­ 
sion of Judge Fruit in the 
famous 
Lindemann-Rusk 
case 
of 
Viroqua, 
which was tried in circuit court here 
about a year ago. 
This case is one of especial inter­ 
est in La Crosse, as it created no lit­ 
tle comment here when brought up 
in circuit court. 
The case grew out of a controversy 
between the Lindemanns and Rusks, 
bankers at Viroqua. 
Mr. Lindermann Jand.erry 
Rusk 
started a bank there a number 
of 
years ago. 
Ru-k died and then a new 
bank was organized by Lindermann, 
who had been a partner of Rusk. 
The 
new bank continued in business in the 
old bank’s bidding and without any 
cessation of business, directly taking 
over the accounts of the Lindermann 
institution and operating under 
the 
old name. 
After some time, the Rusk 
heirs brought suit for the appoint­ 
ment of a receiver for the old bank 
and later brought a second suit for 
a reinbursement for taking over the 
business and name of the bank by 
the Lindemanns. 
The courts were called upon to de­ 
cide on the value of the good will and 
credit as well as the trade 
of the 
Rusk portion of the institution and 
the matter finally came into circuit 
court last year. Judge Fruit rendering 
a decision in favor of the plaintiffs, 
awarding them $17,000. 
The matter 
was then appealed to the 
supreme 
court. 
Last night’s decision sustains 
the ruling of Judge Fruit.

Hyde and a sso ­ 
ciates” for the return of the profits 
received by them in the 
syndicates 
transactions in which the Equitable 
society was im oh ed. 
Hyde Informed 
the attorney general that his counsel 
was Instructed several weeks ago to 
begin a friendly suit against the so­ 
ciety for the return of $<>3,233.31, his 
protit in the syndicate deal, which he 
already had turned over to (’ashier 
Murray, of the society, as custodian 
pending the determination of the own­ 
ership of the fund. 
Want* It Settled by a Court. 
In view of the fact that the attorney 
general is about to. bring suit involv­ 
ing the same points he ffit that such 
action would he entitled to a prefer­ 
ence and it could therefore he more 
speedily tried. 
He would very much 
prefer, if agreeable to the attorney 
general, that this course 
be taken. 
Hyde said he was most anxious for an 
immediate determination of the ques­ 
tion of the ownership of this fund and

Ile is the discharged 
employe of the road who w as seen in 
Mentor the night of the wreck, who 
has a prison record for having set the 
Y. M. C. A. branch house of the road 
at Collinwood on fire, aud 
who is 
known to have made threats against 
tho road after his release from prison. 
Ile is suspected of having misplaced 
the switch which ditched No. 20. 
The 
14-year-old boy story has been explod­ 
ed. This boy w as thought to have been 
the cause of tho wreck, but it is now 
known he had nothing to do with it. 
Carlson is the man desired, his past 
record justifying the officials in believ­ 
ing. until lie can prove an alibi, that he 
misplaced the switch. 
Further reports received by the offi­ 
cials from Mentor as to new exam ­ 
ination of the switch and its condition 
left no doubt in their minds that tho 
mechanism had been deliberately set 
against the train by some human be­ 
ing. 
H ow ever the w ork w as done, it 
took place iii the space of a very few 
minutes. 
Carlson’s arrest is expected 
within the next forty-eight hours. 
Officials of the Lake Shore iii Chi­ 
cano said arrests were likely within a1 
tow hours.

agents of tile railroad have been sent 
to Mentor, while others here are inves­ 
tigating the theory that 
the wreck

train. M ayer has received letters threat­ 
ening him with death, and tile fact 
that members of his fam ily w ere on 
the train gave rise to the supposition 
that writers of these letters might have 
had something to do with the disas­ 
ter.
